Htuckev, Bandy Church, Ohio; Israel 
Poulston, New Jersey ; Davis Yooce, 
Syracuse, Ind. ; are among the elders 
and preachers who allow or encourage 
the open violations of the order of the 
ch arc h . J . T. M eyers, Green Tree , Pa. , 
who Is ambitious to obtain the place in 
the church of the lamented Eld. James 
Qulnter, hU father-in-law, who not 
only encourages sisters in pride, but 
preaches to tbrro when ftielr heads are 
covered with feathers snd flowers, and 
does it without rebuke. Elder Gots- 
wald, the bishop of the church, not 
only allows Meyers to run thines in this 
wild way but allows an organ to be 
used in the Sunday school and church 
service. The church at Pottstown, 
under care of J. P. Hetric, is as fashion- 
able and full of folly as any denomina- 
tion around it. So Is the church at 
Upper Dublin, Pa., Elder J. M. Mohler 
could tell a few things If he would 
speak.

The Qu inter 
Calvert's Brush Creek church, Ohio, is 
no more in the order than the church 
at Green Tree, Pa., and Quinter is get- 
ting to be one of the leading evangelists 
of the church. Elder David Long, of 
Md„ allows his sisters to wear dress 
bonnets at home, and fashionable bats 
when they go visiting. 

At Huntingdon, Pa., under the very 
shadow of the college, and with the full 
knowledge and consent of Brumbaugh 
and Swigart the order is openly vlolaU 
ed. These churches are represented 
here, look at the delegates, and then 
say the brethren are the unworldly 
church it was or claims to, no wonder 
the progressives are gaining such power 
and making such Inroads on us.
